VAMPIRES AN UNDERPRIVALEDGED MINORITY: t received the following article in the 
mail addressed to 'Vampires Anonymous' with no return address. It is by Spencer 
Rich from the Washington Post: 

DISCRIMINATION CASES EVEN HAD VAMPIRES 

When Dan Leach was named to the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
five years ago, the agency had 150 pending cases in which people claimed they were 
vampires and were suffering discrimination because they were born in Trnasylvania. 

"No kidding, I'm serious," said Leach in an interview at the law firm he joined 
after stepping down as commission vice chairman. 

Some of the staff, he recalled angrily, were so mindless and overzeatous they let 
the charges get as far as preliminary examinations. 

It is an example of the willingness to believe that characterized some of the 
early affirmative- action envircement by federal, state and local agencies. 

Leach said that in the early days of affirmative action, there were too many 
automatic findings of discrimination regardless of the facts, too many field agents who 
refused to accept employer tests of skill or competence, too much mindless quota- 
setting and insistence that hte proportaion of blacks in a company's employment 
match the total of blacks in the local lobot lorce, regardless of how many of them had 
skills needed to do the job. 

These things weren't the rule, argued Leach, who was counsel to the Senate 
Democratic Policy Committee for 10 years before President Ford appointed him to the 
EEOC. But they were common enough to damage the concept of affirmative action

Furthermore, the article hides, to a great extent, the ludicrous levei that this can and 
does rise to. For instance, for a targe ciass of government contracts there is a 
stipulation that you must have a certain percentage of the work force in your company 
being minorities. in Vermont, the percentage of the population that is not white 
(mostly of Irish and French Canadian origins) is less than one percent. So, since 
there are no minorities to hire, they cannot get contracts. 

in addition, there are many jobs where it is not as important to get people with a 
given skill level as it is to get the best people you can. t am quite familiar with this 
because my field is a prime example of it. It has been demonstrated that 10 people 
who are excellent can often do better, quicker work than 1000 people who are just 
competent (see the book The Mythical Man Month for a very good explanation of why 
this is so and documentation of it). However, as it is clearly stated in the above 
article, hiring on that basis is illegal. ff the EEOC decides your standards are too 
high, they can lower them tor you. Furthermore, bureaucrats looking at paperwork are 
notoriously incompetant at fudging the abilities of a possible employee. OK, so he has 
a degree, so what? He has some work experience, so what? A real judgement of a 
person's competance cannot be made just by checking credentials (unless you want to 
end up with a farce like the Civil Service), 

In any event, I have flamed enough. If any ot you have comments about the article of 
my comments, t r d be glad to print them.

and lead to the reaction against it now taking place. 

Properly applied and administrated, affirmative action is no great burden for any 
company to comply with, said Leach. Minority members in any company's work force 
should be roughtly proportional to the number of minority persons in the overall local 
labor force who have skills needed for the job. r 

if only a few blacks in an area have the skills, then the employer can't be 
expected to have a huge number working. If the employer is using some requirement 
or test far in excess of what is needed for the job, then the law can force him to use 
a more reasonabel one and to set goals for hiring more qualified minority members. 

More and more, the question of whether there are qualified minority wirkers is 
the focus of the law. Of course, he said, skills have to be job-related. 

Leach concedes this can turn up problems, Overqealous enforcers anxious to 
buiid up minority empolyment rapidly can refuse to concede that virtually any skill or 
qualification really is necessary to be able to perform the jobs in question. 

But he says that the EEOC found 75 per cent of the tests reviewed were valid 
even though they had an adverse impact on minority hiring. 

"Don't get me wrong, I'm no qeaiot," said Leach. "Properly understood and 
carried out, affirmative action is reasonable and defensible," 

And as lor the vampires, Leach recalls, he told the staffers maybe they should 
" but 1 50 stakes and drive them throu gh their hearts. " 

Well, so there you have it. There were two reasons for my printing this. The first is 
to demonstrate how badly maiigned and discriminated against vampires reaffy are. 
Here is a person in a position of great responsibility in the equal employment 
opportunity commission, and even he thinks we are better oft dead. I'm glad the 
member of the postai Dip hobby are more tolerant. 

Another reason f brought it up, though, is that it touches on a topic that I feel very 
strongly on, and that is affirmative action. Now that I've printed the article, I might as 
weil put my t wo cents in. 

Affirmative action is something that, by it's very nature, runs strongly against the grain 
in me. The idea that someone has to be treated differently because he isn't white 
strikes me as not only strongly racist but very cfose in spirit to saying that non-whites 
are inferior. Nevertheless, if I thought it was performing a valuable service, t might be 
wilting to live with it. However, I am more and more coming to believe that the 
comcept of affirmative action is one of the most destructive stands possible if you 
really want to eliminate descrimination. 

The first thing that worries me is the reaction of whites to blacks in a place that 
practices affirmative action. More and more they are becoming convinced that EVERY 
minority worker around them is incompetant and only has a job there because of 
quotas, even when it isn't true. I have seen this attitude growing in many places. 
Secretarial offices, corporate headquarters, universities, almost every place that I've 
seen with affirmative action. 

The other thing that bothers me greatly is the effect on the minorities themselves. A 
while back I had a black girl iriend that was quite bright and definitely had a great 
potential to do welt. However, she was totally convinced that the only reason she had 
been admitted to MIT was that she was black and female. And when she got a job (a 
very nice paying one as a programmer) she was totally convinced that the only reason 
she was getting that was because of affirmative action. She would often have very 
bad tits of depression because of it. and she wouldn't put anywhere near her tuff effot 
into academic subjects because she was totally convinced that she was not as good 
as the white mates around her (after all, they didn't need special quotas, right?). The 
sad thing is that she was totally wrong. She was good enough that her acceptance to 
MIT and her job oiler would have been made fust as well if she was white and male. 
Unfortunately, I was never able to convince her of that. 

I had a very good friend at MIT (who I roomed with) who was a foreign student from 
Uganda (and I assure you, he didn't want to go back). Not surprisingly, he was quite 
black. There was nothing that annoyed him more that affirmative action. He would 
never fill in the race section of his applications because he didn't want to be thought 
of as a minority, but rather to be judged on his competance. Every company he
